I appreciate the fact that you must be very busy trying to put to- 
gether the final report for the public. However, I have a question 
which to the best of my knowledge has never been answered and it may 
or may not be of any inportance. 

I did write to former Governor Oonnally regarding any possible 
examination that may have been mads of his Stetson hat after the shoot- 
ing. As you knew, lie continued to hold the hat in his right hand long 
after the evidence indicates lie liad been hit. Perhaps an examination 
of the hat would indicate possible fragment lioleB and residue which could 
be traced to one of the bullets or fragments. If nothing is found, per- 
haps there would be markings from a closed fist or gripping to explain 
why the hat was not dropped at the time the wrist was shattered. In 
either event, it does not appear that the hat was among the personal 
items of Mr. Connally which want with Representative Gonzalez and 
apparently. Governor Connally does not know what happened to his hat 
since lie requested that I contact you regarding this information. 

Any light you could slied upon this question would be greatly appreciated. 
Also, any information that would be available as to when and how your 
final report and supporting evidence could be purchased, it would be 
greatly appreciated.
